first three mentioned are poisonous 
and should be kept securely locked up 
H is a wise plan to tie a cloth over the 
tops of bottles containing poisons, sc 
they will not be mistaken for a harm- 
less drug. 


As to the use of disinfectants, thej 


are applied to any wounds or separ 
ation of the skin, to prohibit the 
growth of bacteria which thrive undei 
such conditions and are liable to causs 
serious results. 
Blood poisoning can 


be caused by several kinds of bacteria 
growing in even 
a 
slight 
cut OT 


scratch. 
The prompt arjplicallon of s 


good disinfectant to a supposedly slight 
wound will prevent this dreadful dis 
case. 
To apply disinfectants dilute 


them to the strength given on the out 
side of the bottle for the purpose in- 
tended. 


Medicated or absorbent, cotton is 


very necessary in the medicine chest 
As it comes in the package, it is clean 
sterile and light, and has a great ad 
vantage over ordinary cotton for med- 
icnl purposes. 
In using ordinary cot 


ton for dressing wounds, etc., it shoulc 
he sterilized either by baking in tht 
oven or by dipping into boiling water
